Washington, February 9.—(Special.)—The 
genate finance committee is making rapid 
progress in the consideration or the tariff 
pill. It will probably be reported to the 
genate within ten days. Coal will certainly 
be put on the dutiable list. And so wit 
sugar. The sugar schedule is giving the 
committee more trouble than any other 
section of the bill. The committee is prac- 
tically agreed that the sugar trust shall be 
given no advantages. Indeed, the commit- 
tee is an anti-trust committee and it is de- 

.termrined to prevent the fattening of this 
great trust at the expense of the American 
people. Thus, if the product of the refiner 
is taxed at a higher rate than the raw 
product of the sugar farm the excess will 
not be more than one-tenth of a cent. The 
indications are that raw sugar will have a 
duty of l cent a pound upon it, and thata 
duty of 11-10 cents wilt be placed upon 
refined sigar. This difference is made on 
account of the foreign matter to be found 
in raw sugar. The Louisiana senators all, 
while working for a duty of 1% cents, are 
willing to accept 1 cent and will vote for 
the bill in that form. 

Senators Will Pass It. 

There has been much talk indulged in to 
the effect that the senate may kill the in- 
come tax, but that talk has practically 
ceased. The committee will report the in- 
come tax and it is believed there are suffi- 
cient votes in the senate to adopt it. In 
the senate there will be a separate vote on 
the income tax feature of the bill. Severat 
western republicans and all the populists 
will vote for this, which insures its pas- 
gage, even though there are a considerable 
number of democratic opponents. When it 
is finally attached to the bijl every demo- 
crat will have to vote for it in order to 
yote for the bill. Thus it seems quite cer- 
tain that the income tax-+will go through. 
Whatever fighting there is to be among 
femocrats of the senate will be doné in 
committee. When the bill is reported to 
the senate the democratic senators will be 


found unnanimously in favor of it.

The 
main proposition to coin the seigniorage of 
the silver in the treasury seems quite sure 
There will not be more than 
about twenty-five democratic bolters, and 
there will be fully twenty republicans and 
populists who wil! vote for it. The bill 
will probably pass the uouse during the 
early part of next week. The silver men 
hope to have it considered and adopted in 
the senate before the tariff bill is reported 
to that body. Should it be delayed until 
after the tariff bill is reported to the sen- 
ate then it would provably be some time in 
May before the senate couid consider it. 
Exempted Themselves. 

If the income tax goes into effect theré 
will be @ few people in this country with 
large incomes who wi'l be exempted. The 
president of the United States heads this 
list and the judges of the supreme court 
and other federal judges will all be ex- 
empt. The supreme court decided this ques- 
tion yeats ago and it is believed that de- 
cision will hold. 

No Work, No Pay. 

Mr. Boatner, of Louisiana, has introduced 
anh amendment to the rules of the house 
Which he thinks if adopted will prevent a 
repetition of the filibustering proceedings of 
the past few days. The house had found it 
difficult to act on account of a large num- 

tr of its members declining to vute and 
thus breaking a quorum. Mr, Boatner’s 
amendment to the rules provides that the 
clerk of the house sha!l make a note of 
each member present and not voting and 
said member when refusing to vote and 
being present shall have one day’s salary 
deducted. Mr Boatner’s amendment fur- 
ther provides that the speaker shall enter- 
tain no motion to excuse a member from 
voting or to refund a fine when the clerk 
has imposed it. 

Mr. Boatner thinks when a member's 
Salary is effected by this not voting he 
Will always vote. The resolution has been 
referred to the committee on rules.

RETAIN BOTH FEATURES. 


Mr. Bland Says He Is Not Willing to 

: Split His Bill. 

Washington, February 9,—After the read- 
ing of yesterday’s journal in the house 
what threatened to be a knotty question 
Was uncovered by the statement of Mr. 
Babcock, republican, of Wisconsin, that he 
was recorded on the last roll 
call by which the house decided to go into 
ccmmittee of the whole to ecnsider the 
bill while he was really absent. As this 
would destroy the quorum and thus nullify 
the action of the committee, it promised to 
cause some trouble. Owing to the confu- 
sion in the house at the time it was al- 
most impossible to avoid error, and, in ad- 
dition, the regular tally clerk was not on 
duty at. the time the vote was taken. 
When this error was discovered Messrs. 
Reed and Tracey showed symptome of an 
intention to take advantage of this mistake 
and to filibuster 

Cn the other hand, however, it was 
found that Messrs. McCleary, republican, 
of Minnesota; Marshall, democrat, of Vir- 
ginia; Gorman, democrat of Michigan, and 
Shell, democrat, of South Carolina, were 
present and voted aye, but were not re- 
corded, so that they more than counter- 
balanced the loss and.the presenc? of a 
quorum was manifested. 

After the call of committees for reports 
had been concluded, Mr. Bland at 11:27 
o'clock moved to take up the consideration 
of his silver seigniorage bill in committee 
of the whole and the motion was agreed 
to without serious objection. 

Bland Explains His Bill. 

Mr. Bland was recognized to conclude 
his remarks in support of his measure and 
said that he was reported in the papers as 
being willing to strike out the last sec- 
tion of his bill providing for the coinage 
of the bullion in the treasury purchased 
under the Sherman law and remaining un- 
coined; that the statement was untrue, 
for he considered that the most important 
feature of the meagure. The secretary of 
the treasury was of the opinion that it 
would take about five years to carry out 
this provision of the Dill. 


Mr. Bland was surrounded by a crowd of | 


members and was rapidly plied with ques- 
tions. The principal objects. of his bill was 
not to redeem the notes issued under the 
sherman law, but to coin the silver now 
remaining in the treasury. The proposed 


bill did not go as far as the Sherman law 
nor give the secretary of the treasury such 
wide discretion. Under the latter the sec- 
retary was authorized to coin the bullion 
at his discretion, but under the former 
he would be compelled to coin it only in 
such quantities as might be necessary to 
redeem the certificates issued on it. He 
could not coin the bullion at his discretion. 
Under the Sherman law the notes could be 
redeemed by either silver or gold and when 
so redeemed might be reissued. If he (Mr. 
Bland) had been secretary of the treasury 
he would use that discretion in the interest 
of the people and not in the interest of the 
goldbugs. The Sherman notes should not 
have been’ redeemed in gold and reissued 
over and over again, but the certificates 
shauld have been redeemed in silver and 
when so redeemed should not have been 
rissud. 

He said in answer to a question from Mr. 
Tracey that if he (Mr. Tracey) asserted 
that the Sherman notes were being re- 
deemed in silver he was laboring under the 
wrong apprehension. 

The close of Mr. Bland’s speech was 
marked by applause from his sympathizers, 

A Republican’s Objection. 


He was followed by C. W. Stone, of 
Pennsylvania, one of the republican mem- 
bers of the committee on coinage, weights 
and measures, who antagonized the bill. 
He went into a legal description of what 
constituted seigniorage, holding that there 
could be seigniorage until all the si.ver was 
consumed. You could not, he said, take 
out a portion of the silver in the treasury 
and say it was seigniorage, because it was 
not seigniorage until it ceased to be bul- 
lion. This view was diametrically opposed 
to that held by Mr. Bland. You could not 
segregate from the 140,000,000 ounces of 
silver in the treasury 55,000,000 ounces and 
call it seigniorage and the balance bullion. 
This bu lion constituted a ccllateral trust 
fund for the redemption of the aotes issued 
upon it, and if any portion of this iund 
should be taken and used for the necessary 
expenses of the government or for any 
other purpose than that to which it was 
dedicated, it was not only a perversion of 
the trust, but-was embezzlement of trust 
funds. 

Mr. Denson, of Alabama, asked whether 
the trust constitgted by the Sherman law 
was now being executed, and if not, why 
not? 

Mr. Stone replied that the trust was not 
being fully executed because the trust pro- 
vided that the silver dollars should be 
coined only to redeem the bullion notes 
issued, but, whereas, many’ millions in notes 
had been issued, only $2,000,000 had been re- 
deemed and the balance of the dollars 
coined to redeem them had been lying idje 
in the treasury three years. 

A Political Prediction. 

Mr. McKeighan, of Nebraska, followed in 
support of the bill. He arraigned the finan- 
cial policy of President Cleveland and pre- 
dicted that it would lead the democratic 
party into disaster. He pleaded for equality 
of gold and silver. £ 

Mr. Harter, of Ohio, one of the members 
of the committee who signed the minority 
report, spoke in opposition to the bill. In 
the current bill reported by the chairman of 
the committee for tiding the government 
over its present financial distress, he sug- 
gested several methods of raising revenue. 
If members would only eliminate their con- 
gressional districts and forget that there 
was going to be an election and vote for 
a revenue tariff, the difficulty would be 
largely obviated. To begin with, he ad- 
vocated the practice of more rigid economy 
and also suggested that the salaries of all 
government officers, including members of 
congress, receiving over $2,500 per annum, 
be lowered 25 per cent.’ 

Mr. Walker, of Massachusetts, said that 
congressmen did not get half enough now. 
They did three times as much work, in 
comparison with their salaries, as any other 
class of men. (Laughter and applause.) 

Mr. Harter, continuing, said that if the 
democratic party had had the courage to 
impose a tax of 1 cent per pound on sugar 
there would have been a large annual reve- 
nue from that source. He also favored a 
higher tax on whisky, and instead of in- 
creasing the tax on spirits 10 cents per gal- 
lon, he thought it should have been raised 
30 cents. He also advocated a heavy tax on 


beer. 

An amusing and personal colloquy took 
place between Messrs. Harter and Denson 
and when the time of the former had ex- 
pired Mr. Denson asked that Mr. Harter be 
allowed to speak indefinitely, which request 
was readily granted. 

Owing to the sickness of the chairman of 
the committees on invalid pensions the stand- 
ing rule for 4 night session on Fridays, was 
vacated. The house, at two minutes be- 
fore 6 o'clock, adjourned.

SENTIMENT IS STRONG IN HIS FAVOR 


Sheriff Magee Is Criticized and Com- 
mendod for His Action. 


GENERAL'S VIEW 


THE ATTORNEY 


He Says Thatin View o! the Condemned 
Man’s Statement on the Scaffold, the 
Sheriff Acted Discreetly.- 


Meridian, Miss., February 9.—(Special.)— 
No new developments have occurred as yet 
in the Will Purvis affair. Sheriff Magee is 
still quite ill with a spell of nervous pros- 
tration and the prisoner is still in jail at 
Columbia and not expected to be brought to 
Meridian soon. In an interview with Dis- 
trict Attorney Neville today he stated to 
The Constitution's correspondent that the 
prisoner would be brought before the June 
term of the circuit court of Marion county, 
and there again receive the death sentence, 

The Christian people of Meridian who 
have prayed so vigorously for the convict- 
ed boy during his incarceration here, freely 
state that this remarkable denouement was 
the intervention of divine providence. This 
case has cost Marion county already near 
$4,000, and another heavy expense will be 
incurred before it is finally disposed of. 

SHERIFF MAGEE WAS DISCREET. 
The Attorney General Talks of the 

Sherif’s Action. 

Jackson, Miss., February 9,—(Special.)— 
Givernor Stone was asked today by ‘The 
Constitution’s correspondent if he had any- 
thing for publication in reference to the 
abortive attempt to hang Purvis at Colum- 
bia. 

The governor replied: “‘I have no official 
infermation on the subject. I am not pre- 
pared to speak of the action of the officers 
until { am fully officially advised of the 


whole affair.” 
Attorney General Johnston was asked for 
his views on the subject and said: “It is 


| unprecedented in view of the fact of the 


disclosures made by Purvis on the scaffold, 
implicating Borne, Newman, Thornbill and 
seven or eight other persons in a conspira- 
cy*to murder Buckley. I am not prepared 
to say that the action of Sheriff Magee was 
not discreet and proper under all the cir- 
cumstances of the case. It would seem that 
the ends of justice would be best attained 
by at least a respite of Purvis until the evi- 
dence of the conspiracy of the persons im- 
plicated by him can be establishecd: It is 
this feature of the case that relieves Sher- 
iff Magee from any criticism upon his offi- 
cial action, if this evidence was th ebasis 
of his action in deferring the exeeution of 
Purvis. Purvis, as the matter stands, can- 
not, of course, be executed until he is re- 
sentenced by the court. This phase of the 
matter wiil be called to the attention of the 
supreme court by me on next Monday morn- 
ing for such action as the court may see 
proper to take in the premises. Purvis was 
a member of an organization Known as 
white caps, an organization which has con- 
tributed largely to lawlessness in the state, 
and to the injury of the good name of the 
state abroad. Fortunately, these organiza- 
tions have been thoroughly broken up by 
the prosecution and conviction of many of- 
fenders, and I do not believe there is a rem- 
ment ofit left in the state at present as an 
organization.” 
His Lawyer Interviewed. 

State Senator Waic«ins, of Marion county, 
who defended Purvis, was interviewed to- 
night. When asked what step he would 
take in the Purvis case, Mr. Watkins said: 

“When the matter is brought before the 
court again I will be able co show that the 
jury which tried Purvis did not intend a 
verdict which insisted that a death penalty 
stould be given. On the contrary a penalty 
of life imprisonmert was intended.” 

“What do you think of the failure of the 
Sheriff to hang Purvis?’’ 

“I think he acted in perfectly good faith, 
and really tried to execute the order of the 
court, and he was, perhaps, as greatly 
surprised at the unforeseen accident as Pur- 
vis was.”’ 

“What do you think of Purvis’s affida- 
vit criminating others in the matter of 
Buckley’s murder?” 

“I have no information on the subject as 
Purvis Ss counsel. He never intended any 
such thing, anu I never believed that Pur- 
vis was present when Buckley was killed.” 


AT HIS OWN HOMR., 


His Parents Receive Him as One Risen 
from the Dead. 

Purvis, Miss., February 9.—M. J. MclLel- 
land, deputy. sheriff, passed through here 
this evening with Will Purvis, the young 
white cap. Various opinions are expressed 
as to Purvis’s escape from death, the story 
of which was published by no paper east of 
the Mississippi river except The Consti- 
tution. In: New Orleans The Picayune was 
the only paper which published the story, 
all the other papers announcing that Pur- 
vis was hanged. 

Some think that the rope was left untied 
on purpose for him to escape death: others 
think that it was a clear case of careless- 
ness on the part of the sheriff; others, still 
more superstitious, think it a special act 
of providence to save his life in order that 
more facts in the case might be developed 
in the future. 

Believed to Be Innocent. 

Purvis was being carried to Hattiesburg 
for safe keeping until the sherig could ob- 
tain official information in regard to his 
disposal. There has been a radical change 
in the minds of the people in regard to his 
guilt since the attempt at his execution 
on last Wednesday. It is believed now by 
nearly every one that he is an innocent 
man and that the real murderer of Will 
Buckley is still at large. svuaen the deputy 
sheriff arrived here with him this evening 
the people, in order to get a glimpse of the 
young man who had escaped death ss 
miraculously, crowded the waiting room al- 
most to suffocation. He was brought from 
Columbia, a distance of thirty-two miles, 
today, and allowed to stop at his father’s 
house, which is on the road. His »Darents 
received him almost as one who had arisen 
from the dead. The prisoner was in fine 
spirits, leoked fat and fine and was well 
dressed, having on the same suit in which 
he was dressed when he mounted the scaf- 
fold expecting to die. 


CASHIER LOVE IS MISSING 


And the Doors of the Bank at Watkins 
Are Closed. 

Watkins, N. Y., February 9.—the greatest 
sensation that has been created in Wat- 
kins and the surrounding country in years 
was caused today when the doors of the 
First National bank were closed and the 
following startling announcement posted on 
them: “Closed Because the Cashier Has 
Run Away.” 

The cashier is John W. Love for several 
e% one of the 


Love and others of this place have been 
interested in a city boom at West Muncie, 
Ind., and it is generally believed that he 
became involved through speculation there. 
Love is thirty-five years of age and has 
a family. The bank has many depositors 
in Watkins and vicinity, and groups of 
men are to be seen on every corner discuss- 
ing the matter. 

Love left a letter for his brother, James, 
Stating that he was insane and would kill 
himself by strooting or jumping into the 
lake, but this is thought to be a bluff on 
account of his taking the bank’s funds. _ It 
is reported that there was $10,000 of the 
state’s money in the bank. The funds of 
the town of Dix were also there, and among 
the heavy depositors were H. L. Lembeck 
& Co., the Glen Spring Sanitarium Com- 
pany, Durland, Smith Co., George D. 
Morgan, and other leading business men. 
The excitement has been intensified by the 
finding of Love’s coat and hat on the dock 
at Magee’s boathouse. It is rumored that 
a Watkins girl, to whom Love has been 
attentive, is also missing. 


CHARGES NOT PROVED.

Mr. Holman Meant Well but Was Im- 
posed On. 

Washington, February 9.—Chairman Cum- 
mings, of tne house naval committee, has 
completed the report of the committee upon 
the Holman resolution declaring that the 
premiums paid for speed of naval vessels 
are excessive, and seeking to restrain furth- 
er payments on that score. Mr. Cummings 
prefaces his report by calling attention to 
the fact that Mr. Holman sought to secure 
the immeuiate adoption of the resolution 
without reference to the committee. He says 
a patient effort has been made to unearth 
facts to warrant the investigation. Mr. 
Holman had introduced Mr.J. Hale Sypher as 
a gentleman of excellent reputation, who 
had furnished the facts upon which the 
charges were based; but when the commit- 
tee, accepting Mr. Holman’s estimate of the 
gentleman, called for facts, none were pre- 
sented. The witness did not believe that 
any naval officers had been party to a cor- 
rupt combination, but believed that the pre- 
mium law was unwise and that reckless ex- 
trayagance had been shown. It appeared 
that Sypher knew nothing of any fraud nor 
of naval construction or engineering, but 
relied upon newspaper reports. He named 
experts who would support his statements 
that the designing engineers could calcu- 
late the speed of a vessel within a quarter 
of a knot; but when one of them was called 
he denied the possibility of predicting the 
speed within a knot, or a knot and a half. 
Chief Engineev Melville had denied that the 
prediciton could be made within a half a 
knot, and so had other nava. experts. 

Charges Unfounded. 

The committee founa that the charge that 
the designs were purposely drawn to secure 
more than the contract speed was not borne 
out and the same was true of the allega- 
tion that unusual and improper means were 
used to force the veseels on trial trips, dam- 
aging the machinery. 

The report next takes up the question of 
Mr. Sypher’s motives in pressing the 
charges. It quotes the testimony to show 
that he declared that he appeared “pro 
bono publice, a patriot,”’ and that he had 
denied any concern in the introduction 
of the Blair resolution preceding Mr. 
Holman’s resolution on the same subject. 
Then it quoted Sypher’s letter to the Cramps 
of September 28th last, saying that he ha® 
important information at their service and 
that, continuing, cites the evidence of ex- 
Representative Hazeltor. who drew up the 
Blair resolution, which, he says, was pre- 
pared in Sypher’s office on information 
furnished by Sypher. 

Before concluding the report with a de- 
tailed statement of the law and contracts 
applicable to the ships since 1882, the com- 
mittee says that Sypher should be elimina- 
ted as a factog in the investigation: that 
his charges were unfounded; that there is 
not the slightest evidence that any pre- 
mium paid was not fairly earned; that 
Sypher produced false figures and newspa- 
per articles; that the law has been observed 
and that the naval experts examined 
agroe that the premium plan has been pro- 
ductive of the most satisfactory results. 


BUTLER ELECTED PRESIDENT. 


Alliancemen Choose Their National 
Officers, Georgia Being Left Out. 
Topeka, Kas., February 9.—The national 
convention of the Farmers Alliance conclud- 
ed its work tonight and adjourned. The 
following officers were elected for the ensu- 

ing year: 

President, Marion Butler, of North Caroli- 
na; vice president, J. L. Gilbert, of Califor- 
nia: secretary and treasurer, D. P. Duncan, 
of South Carolina; executive committee. 
Mann Page of Virginia, H. Cc. Dunning of 
Pennsylvania, J. E. Dean of New York, H. 
L. Loucks of South Dakota, 

The executive committee was authoriz- 
ed to appoint a national lecturer and select 
a place for holding the next convention. 
Ben Terrell, of Texas, the present national 
lecturer, will doubtless be chosen for anoth- 
er term. The salary of the president and 
lecturer was fixed at $2,000 each, and of the 
vice president at $2,250. 

Secretary Morton Reproved. 

The scheme of President Upson to adopt 
a new constitution did not meet with the 
approval of the convention, the resolution 
providing for its adoption being cdc¢feated 
by an overwhelming majority. The effort 
to have the alliance endorse woman suf- 
frage was also a failure, all of the dele- 
gates from the southern states voting 
against it. Before adjourning the conven- 
tion issued an address appealing to every 
one who believes in the principles of the 
alliance to stand by ‘the organization, and 
not only secure the benefits .o come from 
organization, but also to make certain that 
some political party shall enact their de- 
mands into laws. 

The alliance took exceptions to the ideas 
advanced by J. Sterling Morton, secretary 
of agriculture, relative to the classes and 
expressed its disapproval of Secretary Mor- 
ton in a resolution. 


PLAYED AT SUICIDE, 


The Boy's Foot Slipped and He Chok- 
ed to Death. 


Jackson, Tein., February  9.—(Special.)— 
Ed Benson, a negro boy, today while play- 
ing with the little son of Mr. Hubbard, 
his employer, took a chain, fastened it 
to a hitching post and remarked he was 
going to hang himself. He drew the chain 
around his throat and fastened the sna,per. 
His foot slipped and he strangled to death 
in a few minutes and while people were 
passing.

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KILLED FOR MONEY. 


An Old Tennessee Conple Shot Down 
in Their Home. 


THEIR GRANDCHILDREN FRIGHTENED 


The Burglars Command a Youth to 
Hunt for the Cash. 


HE GETS A CHANCE TO ESCAPE 


Neighbors Pursue the Murderers Hotly, 
but They Reach Knoxville Ahead 
ofthe Posse, Having Ridden Hard. 


Knoxville, Tenn., February 9.—(Special.) 
The news of an awful tragedy reached 
Knoxville this afternoon and tonight a force 
of deputy sheriffs are scouring the country. 
Henry Snoderby, an aged citizen of Union 
county, lived about eighteen miles from here, 
He was ninety-one years old and his wife 
was seventy. With him lived a daughter 
and two grandchildren. He was the 
wealthiest man in his county, and, as is 
often the case in the country, was in the 
habit of keeping large sums of money un- 
der no better protection than is offered 
by a common bureau drawer. He owned 
four or five farms, was a great church 
member and universafly respected and 
loved in his neighborhood. 

Lhursday night about 8 o’clock his grand- 
son, Sam Guinn, had occasion to go to 
his grandfather’s mill near the old man’s 
residence. He opened the door of the sit- 
ting room and started out, but was con- 
fronted by two masked men armed with 
revolvers. He jumped back and Snoderly 
started forward to investigate. Two shots 
were fired and he fell on the floor dead. 
His aged wife, who was in the sitting room, 
ran frightened toward. the dining room. 
Another shot was fired and she fell deaa. 
A daughter and a granddaughter, who 
were in the kitchen, ran out screaming. 
Paying no attention to them, the burglars 
covered Guinn, who is about seventeen 
years old, and ordered him to produce 
his grandfather’s money. 

The boy hurried to the bureau, puled 
the drawers out and emptied their contents 
on the bed. Noticing that the masked men 
were not watching him very closely, he 
bolted into the darkness and escaped to 
alarm the neighbors, the nearest living 
about one mile distant. 

While their two victims were lying dead 
at their feet the two men carefully went 
through the house.- Only about $200 was se- 
cured, although probably ten times that 
amount was secreted somewhere. Be- 
coming satisfied that further search 
was useless or fearing that the neighbors 
would come upon them, they then proceed- 
ed to the barn, saddled two of their vic- 


| tim’s-best horses and-rode rapidly away.- 


In the meantime the whole neighborhood 
had been aroused.. Two constables, who 
lived five miles away, were notified before 
morning, and as soon as daylight rendered 
it possible they started after the murder- 
ers. One horse was unshod, a rain had 
fallen and without trouble they were track- 
ed within five miles of Knoxville, where the 
fugitives struck a macadamized road, and 
then the trail was lost. 

As soon as the neighbors had recovered 
from the shock of seeing the venerable 
couple lying dead in their blood, they in- 
stituted a search for the two missing wo- 
men. After a long hunt the daughter was 
found crouching, half crazed, under the 


’ saw mill, where she had been all night. The 


granddaughter was not found until later and 
it was feared that she, in her terror, had 
fallen .n the millpond and was drowned, A 
neighbor woman, however, had occasion to 
enter a closet in her house. When she 
opened the door, the poor girl, absolutely 
speechless and out of her wits with fright, 
was found in the bottom if it. She had 
broken into the house in the night and had 
not made her presence known. 

Young Guinn could not describe the two 
men other than that they looked like city 
men and the supposition is that they are 
now concealed somewhere about Knoxville, 
A close search is being made for them. 

As an evidence of how fiercely they were 
tracked, it may be said that the two con- 
stables who brought the news here today 
rode the thirty miles they traveled in three 
hours. The murderers left the usual road 
severa’ times, which made the distance 
longer. Several farmers along the road re- 
ported that they were awakened during the 
night by two men inquiring the road ts 
Knoxville. 

Union county has had no lynching ex- 
periences in ifs history, but if the men are 
captured soon they will never live a day 
after they are placed in the county jail at 
Maynardsville.

SEVERAL BURNED ALL BUT 10 DEATH 


And One or Two Deaths Likely to Occur. 
Perfect Devastation of the Venable 
Building on Forsyth Street. 


What proved to be the most disastrous fire 
Atlanta has experienced for years burst 
In frightful suddenness from the Venabie 
stable building on Forsyth street last night 
while the clock from the tower of the 
Venable building on Marietta street was 
chiming out the hour of ll. 

The prompt: response of the firemen and 
the nearness of the blaze to the engine 
house put No. 1 Fire Company upon the 
scene just three minutes after the alarm 
went in, but the fire was fairly bursting 
from the eaves of the enormous structure 
when they arrived. 

It was clear from the terrible outset that 
the gallant firemen of Atlanta had their 
hands full and more, to conquer the blaze 
in its mad leap to the skies. 

It seemed that an explosion had scattered 
the fire throughout the entire length and 
width of the top story of the big building. 
It had evidently been smothering, seething 
there, half choked for want of air, a long 
time, and just as the firemen made their en- 
trance to the interior the blaze spurted forth

better, but the gain of the flames and the 
peculiar location of them made the blaze 
ah extremely difficult one to cope with. 
Thousands of feet of hose were pressed into 
service and every hydrant within four 
blocks was tapped. Two engines were 
put to work after the first half hour’s fight- 
ing, when it had grown apparent that 
desperate measures were necessary to save 
the building. 

Constant watchfulness was necessary on 
the part of the firemen to save the build- 


ings on either side of the stable from be- 
ing burned. Five or six times masses of 
burning timbers dropped on the _ buildings,

with an awful gust as though in defiance 
of human power to thwart its onset. 

So frightful was fhe scene that women 
Passing in the street burst into frantic 
Screams, and horses in the stables groaned 
and neighed in utter suffocation. The ani- 
mals: were finally taken from the burning 
Structure—some driven, some dragged. 

The firemen soon saw that all efforts to 
stop the fire in time to save the building 
were vain, and began to use their endeavors 
more to prevent the spread of the flames. 

The building was the property of the 
Venable Brothers, but was leased by 4, 
O. Jones, proprietor of the well-known 
stables. 

The damage cannot yet be calculated. 

The Start of the Fire. 

The fire started with remarkable sudden- 
ness. Those who were ‘n the building say 
that the fiames seemed to flash over the en- 
tire upper floor instantaneously. A loud 
noise as of an explosion accompanied the 
appearance of the brilliant flames. 

One of the attaches of the stable who 
WSs On the second floor rushed down and 
telephoned an alarm to engine house No. 1. 
In a minute's time the department was on 
the scene. The fire seemed at that time to 
be located in the front end of the building 
just behind the spur of granite that (ifts 
itself five or six feet above the top level of 
the building. Chief Joyner instructed his 
men to run a hose through the front door- 
way, up the wide staircase and throw water 
upon the blaze from the interior. A pla- 
toon of men carried a hose up this way and 
numbers of firemen mounted the small one- 
story buildings on either side of the tall 
stable and began to shoot streams of water 
through the windows upon the tre. The 
fire was just beginning to show on the side 
windows, but it was apparent that it was 
a stubborn conflagration and that the fire- 
men had a hard fight before them. 

Scenes of the most exciting nature were 
being enacted about the building. At sight 
of the flames people had gathered from 
every direction and excitement was at a 
fever heat. The four floors of the building 
were crowded with horses and mules and 
the men turned their attention to saving 
the stock. 

The horses hung back affrighted and had 
to be driven from the building. Hundreds 
of animals stampeded from the burning 
building and went rushing off in every di- 
rection. Al! attempts to control them or 
drive them to any given spot proved futile. 

For a time it seemed that many of the 
horses would be burned in the building. 
Those in the basement had not been looked 
after until after those in the upper floors 
had been saved, and when the horsemen 
turned their attention to the latter the 
flames were such as to frighten the horses 
so that they refused to move. Some of 
them had to be dragged from the building 
by force, but all were saved. 


The Spread of the Flames. 

In the meantime the flames had made 
great headway and the destruction of the 
entire building was imminent. A nexcited 
crowd had gathered in the surrounding 
streets and wild rumors of accidents cf 4 
fatal nature were reported. Chief Joyner 
and his.men were doing splendid work in 
their efforts to gain control of the fire. 

It took but a few minutes for the blaze 
to encompass the entire top floor and rapid- 
ly it ate its way downward. The fire- 
men stationed on top of the buildings on 
either side of the burning stable were send- 
ing up streams from each side. A grou 
of five or six firemen did effective work 
from the front for almost an hour, but were 
ordered away by Chief Joyner, who feared 
that the front of the building wonld fall. 
The men transferred their work to ra south 
side of the building, where they poured a 
heavy stream through the windows of the 
top floor. A tall ladder was brought into 
play and a powerful hose run up it. This

The Scene Picturesque. 


The scene at the fire was a weirdly pic- 
turesque one. The streets all around were 
packed with a living mass of. humanity 
and the efforts of a score of policemen 
were necessary to keep them beyond the 
danger line. 

The Personal Accidents. 


The fire started at just 10:49 o’clock, and 
at that time everything was in comparative 
quiet about the stables. One or two horse- 
men’s assistants dozed about the lower 
floors. Half a dozen men were asleep on 
the second and third floors, 

As the firemen. dashed upon the scene 
some one shouted that the men upstairs 
were burning to death. Jake Hmmel and 
half a dozen firemen rushed up the stair- 
way to warn the sleeping inmates. Several 
excited bystanders fol.owed the brave fire- 
men. The red flames were darting every- 
where and the smoke was suffocating. It 
was next to impossible to climb the star- 
way for the heavy masses of blinding 
smoke, which raade-it utterly impossible to 
see. 

As the firemen rushed up the stairway the 
screams of terrified men reached their ears. 
Ear-piercing echoes rose above the hideous 
crackling of the flames, which to the ears 
of the ascending men seemed to be feeding

Mr. Mes 
Millan is quite well known in At'anta as a 
stock dealer. For some time he has been 
confined to his bed on account of a slight 
stroke of paralysis.

He sprang 
up. unable tg help himself, and cried loudly 
for help. cries were heard by those 
below, and after what must have seemed 
to him an interminably long time his door 
was broken open and he was lifted up and 
carried out.

His hair was singed off 
and the skin was peeled from his arms up

It was an hour afterwards that he was, by 
an almost miraculous chance, rescued from 
a terrible death.

The shouting came from his left, and was 
in the alleyway between the stable and the 
and Forsyth streets.

As Foreman Emmel, who could only be 
recognized by his portly form, was car- 
ried past the crowds on the street many 
were the expressions of sympathy and the 
scene was one that was a deep compliment 
to the bravery of the injured fireman. He 
was carried to the hospital. His nose and 
two ribs w@e broken and he was badly 
hurned. |; 

The loss to Mr. Jones is almost equal to 
the value of his stock of carriages, which 
was worth $20,000.

Cap Joyner Talks About It. 


“When I first saw the situation upon 
my arrival at the fire,”’ said Chief Joyner 
last night after it was out, “I thought 
certainly we could not save the building or 
any part of the building. The explosion of 
gas, or something, that took place just us 
we came was enough to tell me that we 
had a nasty job of it. 

‘Rushing up to the second story, where 
the fire evidently started, we found men 
lying flat of their backs in bed suffocating 
from the smoke and scorched by the heat, 
their very beds being fired and they lying 
there screaming in fright for help. 

“One of the horse traders who was spend- 

ing the night there was paralyzed. We 
had a time of it getting them out and 
watching the fire, too. The explosions 
seemed to be from gas, and it is possible 
that some of those who were spending 
the night in the building tad biowed out 
the gas when they went to bed. 
“We were fortunate, indeed, in saving the 
lower stories of the building. As it is, the 
only thing that will have to be rebuilt 
out and out is the roof. 

“It was the hardest fight we have had 
for «x long. We could have done_ pretty 
well if it hadn’t béen far the explosions, 
which sent the flames to all parts of the 
building at one flash.” 

The Work of the Fire Department. 

The entire force of the fire department 
crowned themselves with glory. Chief Joy- 
ner kept cool when danger se2med most im- 
minent, and every man under him was stm- 
ilarly inspired. Only the most judicious 
tandling of men and the most perfect dis- 
cirline could have withstood the test which, 
for over an hour, threatened to spread and 
sweep away the western side of the city. 

Across the street was another Iivery 
stable, with a second but a few feet to the 
north. Both were filled with hay and in- 
flammable material. Close by were two 
cotton warehouses, which might have been 
set on flames by but a single spark. It was 
a situation of appalling danger on all sides. 
To add to the terror the wind Was strong 
and variable, first directing the grea 
streaks of flame to one point and then to an- 
other, These changes had to be promptiy 
met, and it required the vigilant eve of the 
gallan. fire chief and the intelligent co-op- 
eration of his men to meet the situation.

RAILROAD EARNINGS ARE INCREASING. 


The Demand in the Manufactured Iron 
Trade Is Growing Steadily—Atlan- 
; ta’® Factories on Full Time, 


New York, February 9.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: Unfavorable features in 
the general merchandise line are conspicuous 
in the reaction of the raw wool market, 
following the spurt given sales of that sta- 
ple, particularly at Boston, in the preced- 
ing two weeks, wher the quantity sold ex- 
ceeded 7,000,000 pounds, and in the appear- 
ance of unseasonable weather south and 
west, and reports from Baltimore that gen- 
eral trade for February opens disappoint- 
ingly, results being smaller than expected. 
‘A plainly favorable feature of January rail- 
way earnings is in the reports from south- 
ern roads, which were noticeably less un- 
favorable than in’ the preceding month. 
There are forty odd resumptions of impor- 
tant industrial establishments this week 
contrasted with announcements of the shut- 
ting down of only six similar con- 
cerns. An easier wool market at home, 
emphasized by a weaker market at London 
may be contrasted with the fair jobbing 


. movement in general dry goods amongst 


leading houses at eastern centers, which 
report the volume of trade for January 
fair, notwithstanding sales were in small 
lots. A favorable surprise is in the result 
of the sale of home and foreign silks at 
New York; prices paid, instead of result- 
ing in a loss as predicted, furnishing a fair 
margin of profit, and pointing to the wil- 
lingness of dealers to replenish stecks in 
advance of immediate demands. There is 
a gain in the movement of men’s woolens 
from easern centers, and the increased 
demand for steel biliets at Pittsburg and at 
Chicago is such that prices are nearly, if 
not quite, $1 a ton, and more than 40,000 
tons of steel have been contracted for. 

The demand for rods, wire and nails has 
increased as well, and some mills have 
refused further orders at current prices. 
Saies of southern pig iron have been in- 
creased at the west. 

There were 336 business failures in the 
United States this week, against 340 last 
week, 223 in the week a year ago, Zil two 
years ago and 260 three years ago. 


demand not up to the expectation, Hand-to- 
mouth purchases continue the rule in gener- 
al merchandise lines at Pittsburg, but in- 
quiries for iron and steel have increased. 
There is a slight increase in business at 

Louisville, particularly in leaf tobacco. 
Charleston, Memphis and Mobile report 
no material change in the condition of 
trade, which is quiet, with the exception 
that the lumber and fertilizer markets are 
more active. 

Atlanta is working more houPs daily than 
for a year past, but available funds exceed 
the demand. There is an increase of busi- 
ness in Augusta in all lines, with a good 
demand for products of cotton factories. 

Savanah reports general trade improving 
with spirits of turpentine leading as to cde- 
mand and gain in prices. Nashville reports 
business checked by the weather, and of 
limited volume, with money offering in ex- 
cess of demand. The Birmingham rolling 
mills are announced to open soon. Trade 
was stimulated at New Orleans last week 
by the mardi gras festivities, the number 
of buyers visiting that city, both wholesale 
and retail, being considerable. 

Exports of corn continue heavy and the 
resumption of the sugar bounty payments 
has had a stimulating effect on trade.

What Dun & Co. Says. 
“R. G. Dun & Co.'s weekly review of 
trade tomorrow will say: improvement in 
buisness still appears in many directions, 
but it seems to be in part balanced by loss 
in others. The general gain which began 
some time ago and was strengthened a 
little by the success of the treasury loan, 
has scarcely answered expectations. 

Reports of resumption of work. continue 
to indicate that the industries are doing 
more than in December and yet the record 
of their actual gain is disappointingly small. 
The marked increase which appears in of- 
ferings of commercial paper has aimos* 
wholly ceased and the accumulation of un- 
employed funds continues so that endorsed 
mill paper has been taken at 2% per cent. 
The bond operation has not advanced stocks 
nor stimulated speculation and the lowest 
price ever known for wheat has been re- 
corded. Doubtless the uncertainty which 
rerains with the tariff bill yet in the 
senate and currency measures of importance 
pending in the house, has some hindering 
influence, but there is still seen an increase 
in the demand for many Kinds of goods be- 
cause of the exhaustion of stocks in. the 
hands of the dealers by a consumption, 
which though less than usyal, is neverthe- 
less greater than in any otMer country. 

The volume of domestic trade does not 
materially increase, exchanges indicating a 
decline, compared with last year, of 5 
pd cent elsewhere and 34.9 per cent at 
New York. 

The actual production of pig iron Feb- 
ruary Ist was 99,242 tons weekly, against 
99,087 tons January lst and 171,201 a year ago. 
The apparent output was slightly less in 
January than in December, but the increase 
in stocks unsold only 13,327 tons, against 
19.457 in December. ; 

There have been large sales of steel oil- 
lets, lifting the price to $16.26 at Pittsburg 
and a ‘better demand for wire nails, wire 
reds and barbed wire, while the Pittsbuig 
rice of Bessemer pig has advanced “to 
BO 75. Philadelphia notes larger transac- 
tions, and improvement appears at Chicago. 
The decrease in shipments of boots and 
shoes from Boston for the week was only 
14 per cent, but trading runs so largely 
to low priced goods that in value the de- 
crease in business must be greater. 

Textile fabrics are gaining a little. In- 
quiry discloses larger stocks of cotton goods 
held by dealers than was supposed and 
quite a large proportion of milis likely to 
close before long un.ess orders increase, 
but the number reported starting is again 
several times the number reported closing, 
Sales of woo] were decifadly larger last 
week, 5,773,040 pounds, against 6,856,750 last 
year and the markets were all more active, 
but this week is comparatively quiet. Many 
mills have opened in an experimental way 
and have made up goods to try the market, 
with results not as yét largely encouraging. 
There is a better demand for dress goods 
and for some worsteds, but in general the 
trade is extreme y dl, | 

Recent sharp reductions in cotton goods 
have not brought out the extreme business 
expected. An auction sale of silks ulted 
in better prices than anticipated. oreign 
grades do not improve, domestic exports 
at least falling below those of the corre- 
sponding Week last year, though for the 
year, thus far, the increase 1s 7 per cent, 
while the imports are 40 per cent less than 
last year. 

The failures for the week were 385 in 
the United States, acainst 222 last vear and 
sixty in Canada, against forty-four last 
year, several being of more than ordinary 
importance.

CASES MADE AGAINST THEM IN MACON 


Colonel Hardeman, the State Treasurer, 
Still Investigating the Central City’s 
Banks—A Prohibition Campaign. 


Macon, Ga., February 9.—(Special.)—The 
new ordinunces of Macon impose a license 
tax of $10 per annum on each and every 
physician in the city. Some of the physi- 
cians have paid the license, but some have 
refused to pay it and this morning were 
summoned before the recorder for failure 
to pay the tax. The physicians stated to 
the recorder that they desired to present 
a petition to the mayor and council next 
Thursday night, asking that the ordinance 
go far as it imposes a tax of $10 on each 
physician be repealed, and they requested 
the recorder to postpone action in the mat- 
ter until their petition can be acted on by 
the mayor and council. The recorder con- 
sented to this request. The physicians say 
they pay a state and county license of $10 
per year, and do not think the city has the 
right to impose an additional license. The 
physicians say they do a great deal of 
charity work and should not be required 
to pay the license. The physicians had no 
lawyer to represent them this morning. 
They hold that, under the general tax law 
of the state they are exempt from municipal 
license. The city also imposes a license of 
$10 on each and every lawyer. Recorder 
Freeman has directed License Inspector 
Daniel to summon before him today week 
every professional man who has not paid 
the license imposed by the state. He de- 
sires to decide the entire matter at one 
time. 

Will Appeal the Case. 

The case of Cohen vs. the Capital bank 
will be appealed to the supreme court. A 
few years ago, at the time of the collapse 
of the Macen Construction Company and 
Georgia Southern and Florida railroad. 
the Capital bank failed. Talmage & Sons, 
of New York, had $5,000 on de- 
posit in the bank at _ the time of the 
failure and the bank owed Talmage 
& Sons $20,000. When the bank failed it 
paid to Talmage & Sons the $,000 that was 
on deposit, without any order of court, etc. 
Creditors and stockholders of the bank ob- 
jected to this payment to Talmage & Sons, 
and suit was brought for the recovery of 
th® money. The case has recently been 
heard in Bibb superior court and a verdict 
was rendered in favor of Talmage & Sons. 
An appeal will be made from this verdict. 
Dessau & Hodges represented Talmage & 
Sons. Hardeman, Davis & Turner repre- 
sented the bank. 


Macon and Atlantic Case. 


The Macon and Atlantic railroad case has 
called for a hearing today before Judge J. 
M. Griggs in Bibb superior court. The 
branch of the case now on trial is that of 
the United States Rolling Stock Company 
vs. the Macon and Atlantic road. It is be- 
ing heard on the report of Special Master 
Cc, C. Kibbee. Henry Clay Tompkins, of 
Alabama, and Hill, Haines & Burch, of 
Macof, represent the Rolling Stock Compa- 
ny. Dessau & Hodges, Walter Chariton, of 
Savannah, represented defendant. The ques- 
tion involved is what proportion of the 
cars of the Rolling Stock Company went to 
the Macon and Savannah Construction Com- 
pany and what proportion went to the 
Macon and Atlantic road. 


A Prohibition Election. 

Parties in Macon today from Eastman 
say that the people of Dodge county are in 
the throes of an agitation of the subject of 
having a prohibition election. Dodge is now 
wet, and has been so for two years. Prier 
to that time Dodge was dry for six years. 
Many think that if another election was 
held soon the county would go dry. The 
new law says an election on the whisky 
question shall not be held  oftener than 
every four years in a county. The old law 
placed the limit at three years. There seems 
to be doubt whether the new law of four 
years applies to counties that are already 
operating under the old law, as in the case 
of Dodge. 

About the Banks. 

State Treasurer Hardeman has completed 
his examination of the Macon Savings bank 
and he says he found the institution splen- 
didly managed, and all of its affairs in most 
excellent condition. He will now turn his 
attention to the Union Savings Bank and 
Trust Company and the Exchange bank. 
State Treasurer Hardeman, in his investiga- 
tion of the Central Georgia bank, found 
that this institution had on hand $49,000 more 
than the state law requires for the reserve. 
This is certainly a good showing. The state 
treasurer is highly pleased with the result 
of his investigation of the Macon banks. 
He says the banks of no city in the state 
can make a better showing. 

Newsy Notes. 

Tonight while Homer Oliphant, a mem- 
ber of the Macon fire department, was 
running from the synagogue to the chief 
to answer an alarm, his foot struck against 
the track of the Macon and Indian Spring 
railway and he was thrown violently to the 
ground. One shoulder was dislocated. 

Thomas Wood, one of Macon’s oldest and 
most highly esteemed citizens, died this 
afternoon at his residence in this city. He 
has been gradually failing some time.

BUSINESS MEN MAKE COMPLAINT 


They Think That the Railroads Are Dis- 
criminating Against the Intereste of 
Their City—Cohen.s Latest. 


Augusta, Ga., February 9.—(Special.)— 
General John B. Gordon delivered his fa- 
mous lecture on “‘The Last Days of the 
Confederacy’’ at the theater tonight for the 
benefit of the Young Men's Christian Asso- 
Ciation. It was the largest audience and 
a lecturer ever faced in Augusta. Every 
seat was occupied and there was standing 
room only. The confederate survivors at- 
tended in a body and they were deeply 
stirred by the eloquent words of the general 
as he graphically described the scenes upon 
the closing of the war. General Goraon 
was met at the depot this afternoon upon 
his arrival by a committee of confederate 
survivors, Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion directors and many prominent citizens, 
and was serenaded upon alighting from the 
train. He was the guest of Major George 
T. Barnes, and was introduced tonight by 
Major Joseph Bb. Cumming. 

In the city court today Judge Eve sus-

He 
says that the action taken bore out his 
position fully and that there has at no 
time been any conflict between himse'!f 
and Captain Raoul or any one in regard 
to what ought to be done. It was antici- 
pated by some, he said, that an outright 
attempt might be made to pass the Raoul 
resolutions, which contemplated the imme- 
diate severance of the Southwestern from 
the Central. 

He had never thought such action would 
be taken and said the meeting was most 
harmonious in all it did except in the ques- 
tion of directors. He nominated General 
A. R. Fawton, Captain J. R. Davis, old 
directors, and Mr. John Flianney, who, he 
said, were fully identified with the property 
and knew its condition and needs. 

For these reasons he said he would like 
to have had them elected, but others 
thought different. He had nothing what- 
ever to say against the directors elected, but 
said, on the other hand, they were all per- 
sonal friends of his and good, strong men. 

As the matter now stands Mr. Comer 
said the Souhwestern had simply put itself 
in a position to protect its interest in case 
it were not treated justly in the allotment 
of securities under whatever reorganiza- 
tion plan may be put forward for the sys- 
tem. He thhas no doubt, however, but taat 
the securities of the road will be given 
a full and just valuation under whatever 
plan is determined upon. An application 
will be made to court shortly for an oar- 
der to turn over to the Southwestern the 
money now in the treasury which it has 
saved in the last six months. This amounts 
to about $242,000, less about $42,000, whicna 
will be expended under order of the court 
for new steel rails for some portions of 
the property.

When the senate, in considering the 
unconditional repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act, concluded 
to go about that business with the delib- 
eration that the serious nature of the 
legislation demanded, that body was at 
once made the target of the foulest 
abuse. Our readers cannot have forgot- 
ten the character of the criticisin that 
Was aimed at the senate because the 
democrats of that body hesitated to place 
legislation on the statute books that 
would practically wreck the business and 
property interests of the country.

GRAWill Editor Watterson Explain? 

Editor Watterson seems to be perfectly 
happy in New York, but in Louisville, 
as we judge from his Courier-Journal, 
he is misery itself. He is disposed to 
mourn loudly over the shape the Ha- 
waiian business has been left in. He 
says in his newspaper: 

As it is quite apparent that congress does 
not propose to exercise its power and en- 
force the president's recommendation for 
the restoration of the government which 
our agent overturned, nothing is to be gains 
ed by continuing to agitate the matter. If 
we are not going to do the mght thing, let 
us do nothing and leave Hawaii to its two 
thousand miles of ocean, to its lepers, its 
conglomerate of barbarism, and its thrifty 
Christian cormorants and “‘cuckoos.”” We 
have too many affairs of our own nearer 
at home demanding our attention to waste 
time in mouthing over a matter about 
which, after all, we do not intend to do 
anyth.ng. Let Hawaii rest, and sink if 
she will, in the waste of the Pacific. 


It will be seen that Mr. Watterson is 
not at all satisfied with the attitude of 
the democrats of the house on the Ha- 
wailan affair. But what would he.have? 
Does he want the party to commit itself 
to a scheme precisely similar to that for 
which it censures Stevens? The copper- 
colored queen having been shoo’d off her 
throne because Stevens waved the flag 
of our union in the neighborhood of the 
government house, does Editor Watter- 
son want ber to be shoo’d back with the 
sime flag? This was the scheme of 
Gresham, the republican secretary of 
State, but it seems that the democratic 
house has no taste for that sort of busi- 
ness. It has not only not endorsed 
Gresham’s scheme, but has distinctly de- 
clared against it, and if the republican 
secretary of state is a sensitive man he 
has abundant reasons to declare that his 
feelings have been hurt. 

Now, the question arises, is Mr. #'at- 

terson in favor of the Gresham scheme, 
or is he in favor of the democratic policy 
of non-interference? Two wrongs have 
never yet made a right. When Mr. 
Blount went to Hawaii he made a 
prompt disposal of the Stevens policy. 
He took down the flag from the govern- 
ment building, and gave the monarchists 
to understand that the track would be 
cleared for them so far as the United 
States government was concerned. 
Mr. Willis made this even clearer. He 
had everything ready to use force if 
necessary in carrying out the scheme of 
Gresham, the republican secretary. But 
Mrs. Dominis wanted to make her own 
terms. She said she couldn't change the 
laws of the monarchy to suit Mr. 
Gresham, and, in her view, justice would 
not be satisfied until she could wash her 
hands in the gore of the traitors who 
had shoo’d. her off ‘the throne. 

Being a Kentuckfan and a democrat, 
Mr. Willis at once drew back from the 
Gresham scheme, and his conservative 
delay prevented the commission of a 
worse blunder than that of Stevens. 

Considering all the faets in the case, 
we cannot understand why Editor Wat- 
terson, who is a democrat, should be dis- 
gruntled at the action of the house. The 
resolutions of that body are democratic 
to the core. They enunciate the tradi- 
tional democratic policy—hands off of 
the affairs of foreign governments. 

We trust Editor Watterson will ex- 
plain what he means. He surely can- 
not endorse a policy ahich the demo- 
crats of the house have finally dis- 
posed of. 


“A Prince of Peace.” 

At a recent banquet the Emperor Wil- 
liam, of Germany, praised the ezar of 
Russia in the highest terms, and remark- 
ed: “He is a prince of peace, like myself.” 

These two princes of peace are now 
doing their level best to get their respec- 
tive nations ready for human slaughter 
on an immense seale. They have organ- 
ized millions of men and massed them in 
convenient localities where they can at 
a given signal deluge Europe in blood. 

It may that these two great rulers 
are the moSt amiable of men, but cer- 
tain conditions force them to ~menace 
the, lives and the property of millions 
of their fellow creatures. The German 
emperors speech perhaps means very 
little. Frequently when the crowned 
heads of the world are getting every- 
thing in readiness for war, they are more 
pacific and friendly than usual in their 
exchange of courtesies. 

William now calls himself a prince of 
peace, but only a few years ago he 
styled himself the wat lord. It is not 
likely that his nature has undergone a 
complete revolution in the meantime. 
The fact that he is saying pleasant things 
about the czar at a dinner does not mean 
that the two Caesars are not ready to 
make an effort to destroy each other at 
a moment's notice. When a German em- 
peror and a Russian czar talk of peace, 
they mean the peace of the graveyard. 
It is not one of the factors of their 
polities. 


A New Way to Pay Old Debts. 

There is a great hue and ery going up 
in different quarters in favor of what 
is called a “popular loan.” According to 
this plan the government is to be made 
om custodian of the savings of the peo- 
ple. 

It is a great scheme as far as it goes. 
The people are to borrow their own mon- 
ey in order to pay their debts and the 
debts are to be paid by making new 
ones, and a part of the people’s money 
that is to be borrowed to pay old debts 
is also to be used to pay the current ex- 
penses of the people's government. 

But in point of fact the people, in en- 
dorsing the democratic platform, en- 
dorsed a policy that is exactly the re- 
verse of the policy of bond issues of any 
kind. They endorsed a pledge that tariff 
taxation should be made to supply suffic- 
ient revenue to pay the expenses of the 
government honestly and economically 
administered. Among the expenses of 
the government are its debts, the inter-

| est on its debts, and its current obliga-

nue raised 
of the more odious forms of protection. 
There is nothing in the democratic plat- 
form, or in the democratic policy at any 
period of its history, that calls for more 


more debt. If the people had been desi- 
rous to put their savings in the custody 
of the government they would have made 
their intention known in some shape or 
other. They did not vote for more bonds, 
and they do not want more bonds. They 
want the expenses of the government 
paid by the revenues of the government, 
and if this cannot be done, it is a cer- 
tain sign that bankruptcy is in store. 
The credit of the government is a big 
thing, but, big as it is, it is not big 
enough te withstand the consequences of 
issuing bonds to pay expenses—for t2‘s 
would be merely adding to the expenses 
without adding to the sources of pay- 
ment. 

No more bonds! Cgzry out the demo- 
cratic platform! Give the people relief! 


The Color Line in Ohio. 

Ohio is one of the strongest ,republi- 
can states in the union, but it was not 
until six years ago that she repealed her 
race laws discriminating against the 
negroes, and opened her public schools 
to whites and blacks alike. 

Under the new system theye has al- 
ways been trouble in Felicity, where the 
population consists of nine whites to one 
negro. Black children applied for ad- 
mission into the public schools, but were 
refused, and on one occasion a negro 
father who accompanied his children, 
was Poughly handled by a crowd of 
white men.. So hot was the race feud 
that the blacks were forced to accept 
separate schools. A year later the ne- 
groes made another effort to secure their 
rights .under the law, but they were 
again repulsed. The complainants took 
their case into the courts, but the jurigs 
refused to convict the persons who had 
obstructed negro parents when they 
tried to enter the schoolhouses with 
their children. 

The same trouble has now broken out 
in Chillicothe. The board of education 
in that town has constructed a “shoe- 
string district,” in order to keep all the 
colored children in one building, no mat- 
ter what distance they live from it. 
Naturally, this has made the negroes in- 
dignant, und they propose te appeal to 
the law to redress their grievances. 
This has provoked the whites, and has 
resultea in an organized movement 
aguinst the blacks. The Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Gazette says: 

This movement has gone so far that there 
is at present a petition being circulated 
widely throughout the county, which is 
being signed by almost everybody, asking 
the legislature to repeal the present law 
respecting colored schools, and that sepa- 
rate schools be again declared legal. Ex- 
citement is even running a little higher 
than that, and there is a good deal of talk 
going around now to the effect that all 
colored people in the city, and especially 
those in the ‘“‘shoe strirg’’ district, be boy- 
eotted and refused employment of all 
kinds. 

Anglo-Saxon human nature is very 


much the same everywhere, and the race 
problem is bound to receive the same 
treatment in the north that it receives 
in the south. The just settlement of the 
whole business is to. give the whites and 
blacks separate but equal privileges and 
accommodations in all public places, 
schools, cars and all buildings and con- 
veyances intended for the convenience 
of the people. This system works sat- 


Pistactorily in Georgia and there is no 


reason why it should not suit other sec- 
tions. It does not work any injustice to 
either race, and it is impossible to see 
hew any self-respecting colored man can 
be against it. The separate system is 
just as fair to the one race as it is to 
the other. Justice is its very essence. 


The Pace That Kills. 

The New York papers tell the story of 
the discovery of a poolroom in the me- 
tropolis run by a womet for the benefit 
of female customers. 

Last Tuesday afternoon the room was 
raided, and many of the fashionable 
ladies of the city were found there. The 
World says of this episode: 

The evidences that the modern woman is 
sometimes possessed of gambling propen- 
sities are growing apace. In the earlier, 
milder and less professional days of our 
literature a novel that intimated that the 
heroine bet gloves at the county fair on 
her father’s three-year-old was regarded 
as treading on the then unknown but sus- 
pected burders of French literature. 

Now we have the betting women in loud 
evidence on all our race tracks. They 
know how to bet. They are rich in alluring 
and deceptive tips. The proprietors and 
clubs of the race courses maintain a mes- 
senger service to facilitate the loss of their 
pin money, and their fathers aud hus- 
bands wonder how it is that they spend so 
much and get so little. And now our police- 
men catch them in poolrooms just as if 
they were nothing but men, and they play 
poker in private houses after the opera. 

Ali this is inisicuding. A few Awmeri- 
can Women may bet and visit poolrooms, 
but they number only a few hundred in 
a population of 65,000,000, The average 
woman in this country is bitterly opposed 
to betting, gambling, drinking and all 
such habits.” What she wants is a 
Christian home, where all the influenees 
and surroundings will be conducive to 
the peace and pleasantness that come 
from morality and aestheties. 

There may be a poolroom in New 
York aad one or two more in other 
cities, but there is no danger. that this 
vice of gambling will become prevalent 
among our wollen. It is unjust to the 
entire sex to pick out a few exceptional 
instances in New York, and comment 
on them in a careless way. Let us regu- 
late our male gamblers. The women 
have other matters to engage their at- 
tention, and it is not likely that they 
- will ever neglect their homes to hunt up 
games of hazard. Marriage is as big a 
lottery as they care to risk.

During 
the last seventeen years 175 women have 
been admitted to its medical faculty; of 
these fifty were natives of Poland, the re- 
mainder being of ,various nationalities. Of 
the fifty Polish students only two have 
taken the doctor’s degree at Geneva, and 
two others have gone to Paris to complete 
their studies; of the fate of the remainder 
nothing seems to be known. In the case 
of most of them poverty seems to be a 
hindrance. Of the other 126 women only 
ten have taken the doctor’s degree, and of 
them one has died, two have married and 
given up practice, four earn a bare sub- 
sistence, while three have achieved a cer- 
tain measure of success in their profession. 

Women’s colleges, in sundry places, says 
The Philadelphia Public Ledger, have broad- 
ened out wonderfully since the early days of 
Vassar. Not to speak of Smith and Tufts 
in Massachusetts, Mr. Henry F. Durant by 
his extraordinary gift of $1,000,000 made 
possible the establishment of Wellesley col- 
lege. In addition to this princely gift, Bos- 
ton university, with its millions, so broad- 
ened its scope that it opened its doors to 
women, being enabled to do so by the gen- 
erosity of Jacob Sleeper. In Baltimore the 
liberality of Mr. Goucher provided the wo- 
men's college; also, Miss Mary Garrett 
founded a preparatory school, which is 
worth everything in preliminary education; 
while Johns Hopkins has granted entrance 
to some of its courses. For Philadelphia, 
Dr. Taylor established in the suburb of 
Bryn Mawr a splendid college at an expen- 
diture of $1,000,000. In New Orleans exists 
the Sophie Newcomb college, in connection 
with Tulane university. St. Louis has 
opened the doors of the Washington univer- 
sity, and women members stand on the 
same footing with men, thanks to John 
D.. Rockefeller, in the: great University of 
Chicago. 

Bremen, the famous German seaport, has 
addressed an official communication to 
Clarksville, Tenn. These two ends of the 
earth have thus come together because, as 
Bremen charges and Clarksville admits, the 
tobacco: packed at the latter place and 
shipped to the former falls far short of the 
sample furnished to the Bremen tobacco 
importers. The importers announced that 
they would give no more orders for Clarks- 
ville tobacco until a satisfactory reply 
should have been received to the circular 
of complaint. The Clarksville tobacco 
board of trade, which had already been in- 
vestigating the question of fraudulent to- 
bacco packing, not only sent a full and 
satisfactory reply to Bremen, but thanked 
the importers for their circular of com- 
plaint, and henceforth Clarksville is likely 
to maintain her good repute in the tobacco 
importing world. Clarksville is a town of 
8,000 inhabitants, the county seat of Mont- 
gomery county, up on the Kentucky bor- 
der, and the depot for a large tobacco 
growing area. As Bremen is a tobacco port 
of extensive trade, neither Clarksville nor 
any other American tobacco depot can be 
comfortable when Bremen tobacco import- 
ers look askance at its products. 


PUBLIC OPINION. 


New York World: Senator Cameron con- 
sumed fifteen minutes of the senate’s time 
yesterday in presenting petitions from his 
State against the Wilson bill. No doubt 
he could waste a week in the same way. 
Pennsylvania is the state whose manufac- 
turers, according to a late republican sen- 
ator, ‘“‘receive the chief benefits of our 
tariff laws,’ and “make large fortunes 
every year when the times are good.’’ He 
wanted “‘the fat fried out of them” for the 
republican campaign fund for this reason. 
Pennsylvania helped to buy and to frame 
the McKinley tariff. With a democratic 
majority in control, her senators will not 
be permitted to defeat the verdict of the 
people in favor of a tariff of a different sort.

TURNS UP ALIVE AT FORT WORTH, TEX 


Chief Connolly Notified, but It Is Not 
Likely That the Smooth Swindier 
Will Be Brought Back.

W. Oakley Wood, aesthete, professional 
gentleman, ultra-swell society man, preten- 
tious banker, man. of letters and a smooth 
swindler of the Lord Beresford type, who 
muicted the people of Griffin, Ga., out of 
several thousand dollars three years and a 
half ago, has been found at kort Worth, 


| "ex. 


Chief Connolly received information of 
Wood's presence in that city, and at once 
communicated with the authorities of Grif- 
fin. Although Wood bled the people of the 
little Georgia city in a most merciless way 
there is some doubt as to whether he will 
be brought back; for prosecution. 

A large reward has been outstanding for 
Wood's arrest, and this was the incentive 
that spurred the officers of southern cities 
to hunt the fugitive swindler. Whether this 
reward has been withdrawn could not be 
learned yesterday by Chief Connolly. All 
of the parties involved in the affair and who 
pledged themselves to pay the reward could 
not be communicated with. Judge Stillwell, 
of Griffin, attorney for one of the largest 
losers by the fugitive rascal, stated to Chief 
Connolly that he was in doubt about the 
existence of the offer of reward. 

So it seems that Wood is safe from prose- 
cution, as without the reward he whl not 
be arrested, and the heaviest loser by his 
schemes has since died, and no one is inter- 
ested in prosecuting the case to the extent 
that they will pay the expenses of his 
return to Georgia. 

Wood was one of the cleverest rogues that 
ever duped honest people. His mind was 
full of Utopian schemes, which set forth by 
his glib tongue had the appearance of plaus- 
ibility. He was highly successful as a talker 


' and his smooth tongue victimized many of 


Griffin’s best citizens; but the worst feature 
of his career there was the sadness wrought 
in one of the best homes by his marriage and 
desertion of one of the most beautiful and 
cultured young women of the city. 

Wood took the city by storm when he 
first appeared there. He was a, distinguished 
and handsome looking fellow with dashing 
manners and quickly won his way into the 
best homes of the city. He made the leading 
men of the city acquainted with a plan of 
his to open a bank there and from his con- 
versation the citizens of the city were led 
to believe that he was a great financier. 

So clever an actor was he that the peo- 
ple had implicit confidence in him and his 
schemes, which was true in every city that 
he ever visited. He culminated his splendid 
social career there by marrying Miss Hill, 
a daughter of one of the first families of 
middle Georgia. Exposure came shortly af- 
ter his marriage and he deserted his young 
wife. 

Griffin has never known such a sensation 
as the gay young swindler left behind him. 
Mr. H. P. Hill, who has since died, was his 
victim to the tune of something over #$12,- 
000: Mr. S. C. Searcy, who has since re- 
moved to Port Royal, S. C., lost $200 through 
Wood: Messrs. Smith & Paden lost $200, 
and other people lost various sums. But 
the financial losses were nothing compared 
to the wretchedness end suffering that his 
career has entailed. A big reward, was 
offered for his capture and a most industri- 
ous effort was made to locate him, but he 
was never nabbed. Several times he was 
heard from but the police never actually 
placed hands on him. 

Yesterday Chief Connolly received news 
from Mr. Louis Robertson, of Fort Worth, 
Tex., that Wood was in that city, and was 
living in prosperous circumstances, though 
under an assumed name. Mr. Robertson is 
an old Georgian and happened to know 
Wood's history. When he learned of Wood's 
presence in the Texas city he immediateiy 
proceeded to inform Chief Connolly, his pur- 
pose being to get all necessary information 
about the reward and then turn Wood over 
to the authorities. Wood has a snug berth 
in Fort’ Worth, and has been residing there 
in comparative luxury. 

As stated, Chief Connolly communicated 
with Judge Stillwell, attorney for Mrs. Hill, 
yesterday afternoon and made inquiry about 
the case, and asked if Wood was still 
wanted at Griffin. Judge Stillwell stated 
that a large reward had been offered but it 
was his opinion that the offer existed no 
longer. This fact Chief Connolly has 
communicated by letter to Mr. Robertson. 

Many Georgians believed Wood to be dead. 
Several weeks ago a story was printed in 
all of the New York papers of the death 
of a gay young bigamist, whose career was 
almost identical with that of Wood, and, 
although the name was different, the im- 
pression created ‘on the minds of Georgta 
readers was that the man was Wood. This 
impression was due to the similarity of the 
histories of the two men and of the like- 
ness of their methods. If news of Wood be- 
ing alive and prosperous had not been re- 
ceived the impression might have prevailed 
that he was dead.

CHICAGO, February 9.—The support 
which was given to wheat yesterday by 
Armour & Co. was withdrawn today and 
the result can be seen in a break of 2 
cents. At the opening, there was much 
doubt on the minds of traders as to the 
stability of the confidence developed on 
yesterday, but as no important orders came 
on the market, they were reassured. It was 
not until a prominent commission house, 
that was indentified with yesterday’s buy- 
ing, started in to sell that any well de- 
fined weakness became apparent. But as 
the price declined % at a time, scalpers 
who had loaded up early turned round and 
sold asfreely as they had _ . previously 
bought. When the price for May touched 
62 numerous stop orders were met with and 
they helped to accelerate the speed with 
which values were going down. A steady 
stream of wheat was, poured on the mar- 
ket. It was each man for himself and no 
quarter given. Shortly before the close a 
small reaction took place, which left the 
net loss for the day 1%@%, although at one 
time the loss was 2 cents lower than yes- 
terday. 

Corn showed remarkable steadiness in 
the face of such a sha break in wheat. 
May ranged between 3/@37'%. Cash corn 
was in fair demand and good supply. 

Oats took to corn more than wheat today. 
There was but little activity in the market 
and a net loss of %c. for the day was rc- 
corded. 

Provisions opened steady on an advance 
in the prices for live hogs. When wheat 
broke there was a selling pressure brought 
to bear on provisions which resulted in a 
very material break in pork and ribs. Lard 
was a little firmer than the other articles, 
but nevertheless declined some. The close 
showed a loss of 45 cents on May pork. 10 
cents on May lard and 22% cents on May 
ribs.

Wheat has again made a new low water 
mark. Various are the reasons given there- 
for,and freely are the predictions made that 
now is the time to buy. As regards the 
latter, the only feature that would encour- 
age the investor to enter the market is the 
price at which the cereal is now selling. 
Beyond this there is not a scrap of news 
that can, even by the most sanguine, be con- 
strued as encouraging. Stocks do not show 
the diminution that is usual at this time of 
tne year, and from all accounts it would 
appear that the European markets are ina 
state of semi-demoralization, similar to that 
at present existing in those of this country. 
In view of these cenditions, therefore, we 
can hardly expect much assistance in the 
direction of higher prices from the other 
side. It is admitted that there is now in 
store in this country more wheat than we 
can possibly use ourselves, and although ad- 
vices pour in from all sides to buy, no rea- 
son is given for so doing except the low 
price. It is, of course, not to be expected 
that quotations will remain on their present 
basis, but, on the other hand, as far as we 
can see, nothing exists to prevent the price 
from sinking to a still lower level. Wheat 
at present is in the position of an article 
which must be sold, regardless of its value, 
and for which there are few buyers and 
many sellers.

How @ Counterleiter Feigned Insanity 
for Four Years, 


BECAME ALMOST INSANE 


That Wonderful Ten Dollar Bill He Made. 
Captain Forsyth Gets His Hands on 
a “Sweaied” Gold Piece. 


Away up in his cozy little office, on the 
top floor of the custom house, Captain 
William H. Forsyth is snugly ensconced 
once more, after an absence of several 
weeks on an important and interesting 
trip. 

The captain returned from the Forest 
City yesterday, where, for the last two or 
three days, he has been engaged in prose- 
cuting one of the most remarkable cases 
known in the annals of counterfeiters, and 
as a result of his expedition he brings 
back one of the most unique specimens of 
counterfeit bills ever turned out in the 
United States. 

The bill was intended to represent a ten- 
dollar greenback, and it is fixed up in such 
a shape as to deceive the most expert. It 
is curiously and wonderfully made, being a 
composition of six shinplasters, old ten- 
cent bills, confederate paper money and 
other odds and ends, so ingeniously wrought 
together that only a close and careful in- 
spection will bring to light anything wrong 
about it. This bill will be forwarded to 
the department at Washington today and 
will occupy one of the most conspicuous 
places there upon exhibition. 

W. C. Bonnell, the author and maker of 
this tnteresting specimen, was, through 
the instrumentality of Captain Forsyth, 
convieted Thursday before Judge Speer, in 
Savannah, and sentenced to serve a term 
of live years in the penitentiary at Colum- 
bus, QO. 

Bonnell is said to be one of the most ex- 
pert counterfeiters in the country. Be- 
sides the paper money which he manufac- 
tured, he also made an issue of silver dol- 
lars or rather’ similated silver dollars, 
which are also very deceptive. 

His plant was sald@ to be one of the 
largest ever unearthed anywhere in the 
United States, and the kit-of tools, which 
Captain Forsyth captured from him, is a 
miniature mint in themselves. Although 
Bonnell is a countryman, and has every 
appearance of dense ignorance, he has 
shown a degree of shrewdness bordering up- 
on genius. : Fr 

For a long time the case hung fire. and it 
looked as if the counterfeiter would never 
be brought to trial. 

For four long years he féigned insanity. 
His various and sundry antics led the peo- 
Ple to think that he was a lunatic indeed. 

Most of them put him down as a mono- 
maniac upon the subject of counterfeiting, 
and his actions for four years certainly 
warranted the belief. 

Bomniell, however, acknowledged to Cap- 
tain Forsyth the other day, when he saw 
no possible chance for acquittal, that it 
had all been a game on his part to prevent 
prosecution, and added that he had almost 
gone crazy in trying to play the- lunatic 
so long. 

That Twenty-Dollar Piece. 

That twenty-dollar gold piece which has 
been in the possession of Mr. O. Cc. uller 
for several weeks, and: which was said to 
be. counterfeit, was submitted to Captain 
lorsyth yesterday. He pronounced it a 
genuine coin. The piece has no ring what- 
ever, and was supposed to Nave been the 
two sides of a twenty-dollar gold coin finely 
sawed off and filled between with lead. 
The captain, with his usual shrewdness, 
pointed out a crack in the coin, thus ac- 
caunting for the absence of the ring. 

Another peculiar twenty-dollar gold piece 
passed through Captain Forsyth’s hands 
yesterday. It had been submitted to him for 
inspecticn and he had duly forwarded it 
to Washington. It came back to him yes-

5 of the constitution 
is as follows: “The governor shall be com- 
mander-in-chief of the army and navy of 
this state and of the militia thereof. 

“Par. 12, sec. 1, art. 5 of the constitution 
which prescribes the powers and duties of 
the governor, declares that ‘he shall take 
care that the laws are faithfully executed 
and shall be a conservator of the peace 
throughout the state.’ Sec, 5leof the code 
provides that ‘it is the duty of the governor 
to see that the laws are executed. Jor 
this purpose he has power, as cormander- 
in-chief of the military, whenever in his 
discretion the due enforcement of the pro- 
cess of the courts is su resisted and sei at 
defiance as to require such interposition. 
Were this all the law upon this subject I 
am inclined to the opinion that the .gov- 
ernor would have the authority within his 
discretion to call out the troops to ajd the 
civil officers in preserving the public peace.

“This expressly authorizes and directs 
the governor, upon application of peace 
Officers therein named, to order out such 
portion of the volunteer forces of the state 
as he may deem advisable to aid the civil 
officers in the proper enforcement of the 
law. Certainly no one can doubt that the 
prevention of a crime is a proper enforce- 
ment of the law. 

“Under this statute the governor may, in 
his discretion, erder out the troops when- 
ever he has been informed by the proper 
officer that he has reason to apprehend the 
outbreak of any riot, rout, tumult, insur- 
rection, mob or combination to oppose the 
enforcement of the laws by force or vio- 
lence, etc., which cannot be effectually pre- 
vented by the ordinary posse comitatus and 
peace officers. 

“It will be seen from the wording of the 
Statute that it is not necessary to wait until 
the actual outbreak has occurred, nor until 
the civil officers’ have tested their strength, 
but it is sufficient when the officer has rea- 

son to apprehend an outbreak.. This 
theratened outbreak may be a riot, rout or 
tumult. F 

“Riot is defined as follows: ‘If any two 
or more persons, either with or without a 
common cause of quarrel, do an unlawful 
act of violence, or any other act in a vio- 
lent and tumultuous mammner, such persons 
shall be guilty of a riot.’—Code, sec. 4514. 

“*Rout is to assemble in a clamorous and 
tumultuous crowd.’—Webster. In criminal 
law rout generally agrees in all particulars 
with a riot, except that it may be a corn- 
plete offense without the execution of the 
intended enterprise. Bouvier’s Law Diction- 
ary, title, ‘Rout,’ 

‘Tumult is the 
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‘commotion, disturbance 
or agitation of a multitude, usually ac- 
companied with great noise.’—Webster. 

‘So that it is in the discretion of the gov- 
ernor to order out the troops when any of 
the officers designated inform him that he 
has reason to fear the outbreak in this 
State of a tumult, i. e. the commotion, dis- 
turbance of a multitude, accompanied by 
great ‘noise. J 
*“Atse when he ‘has reason to fear that 
many persons will assemble in a clhmorous 
and tumultuous crowd where two or more 
persons, with or without a common cause 
of quarrel, may do an unlawful act of vio- 
lence, or any other act in a violent and tu- 
multuous manner. . 

“It certainly ig not necessary to seriously 
consider this question further. All the vio- 
lence which could be inflicted on the body 
of another ‘above the belt’ by an arm and 
body previously trained to acquire force 
and strength is contemplated, desired and 
attempted, with the assistance of seconds, 
bottleholders, timekeepers and referee, in 
the presence of a multitude, many of whom 
doubtless have money staked on the result 
of the contest, and some of whom, at least, 
do not observe the quiet and decorum of a 
church assemblage. 

to whether the circumstances 
the opinion of any other 
person or official were sufficient to justify 
it, the governor being clothed with the dis- 
cretion to order out the military, his judeg- 
ment in’.so doing is conclusive, and, in the 
lsnguage of Chief Justice Marshall, he is 
responsible ‘alon eto his country and his 
conscience.’ When an application is made 
to the governor for troops his discretion in 
the matter is as final and conclusive as in 
an application for pardon. 

“The constitution of the United States, and 
also an act of congress approved in 1795, 
declares that the president may, under cer- 
tain circumstances, call forth such number 
of the militia of the states as he may judge 
necessary for the purpose for which the 
call is made. The pr@ident made requisi- 
tion upon the governor of New York for 
the militia of that state, and in the case of 
Martin vs. Mott, 12 Wheaton. page Il), 
the supreme court of the United States, 
held (Mr. Justice Storey delivering the opin. 
ion of the court) that the authority to de- 
cide whether the exigencies contemplated 
in the constitution of the United States 
and the act of congress of 1795, in which the 
president has authority to call forth the 
militia to execute the laws of the union, 
suppress insurrection and repel invasion, 
have arisen is exclusively vested in the 
president and his decision is conclusive 
upon all other persons.

Me The statues of Massachusetts authorize 
the mayor of cities, under certain circum- 
stances, to call out the volunteer militia 0 
aid the civil authorities. The mayor 0 
Boston, in view of the imminent dangtr and 
the anticipated violence and resistence to 
the luws upon the part of certan persons. 
called out the volunteer rhilitia and in the 
case of Ela vs. Smith, 5 Gray, 121, the ques- 
tion was presented as to whether the cir- 
cumstances authorized the call, and in pass- 
ing upon the question the supreme court of 
Massachusetts held that ‘the determination 
of the mayor that riot or mob is threaten- 
ed is conclusive that occasion exists which 
authorizes him to call out the volunteer 
militia to aid the civil authority in. suppress- 
ing violence and supporting the laws, also 
that “the authorty to call out militia for 
particular purposes carries with it by neces- 
sary and reasonabie implication the author- 
ity to employ them to effect that object and 
to issue all proper orders and use all rea- 
sonable mgans therefor.’ ) 

“To call out the militia to aid the civil 
officers in preventing a prize fight is not 
only authorized by the law, but is support- 
ed by several precedents in other states, 
notably by the action of Governor Lowrey,
